Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 36, 58, 66, have been amended. Claims 1-35 have been cancelled. Claims 36-69 
are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 36-69 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1-57 are allowable because prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, for having a touch transmission type and rearward display portion, where the 
rearwards display portion is operable to display images that are different from the images 
displayed on the transmission type display portion; and a control portion for controlling the 
displays in response to finger approach toward the transmission type display portion. 

5. Claims 58-65 are allowable because prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, for having a touch transmission type and rearward display portion, where the 
rearwards display portion is operable to display images that are different from the images 
displayed on the transmission type display portion; and a control portion for controlling the 
displays in response to finger approach toward the transmission typQ display portion. 

6. Claims 66-69 are allowable because prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, for having a touch transmission type and rearward display portion, where the 
rearwards display portion is operable to display images that are different from the images 
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displayed on the transmission type display portion; and a control portion for controlling the 

displays in response to finger approach toward the transmission type display portion.
